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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the claims recite two distinct subsystems (a water 
guidance subsystem and a water exit subsystem) and the two are not clearly distinguished in the 
drawing figures but appear to point to the same feature. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure 
or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the brief description 
of the newly added drawing figure 6 discloses that figure 6 is a "view" of "FIG. 6" which is 
unclear and should be modified for clarity. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claims 22 is objected to because of the following informalities: on lines 1-2, "having 
two channels:" should perhaps be "having:" since the two channels are recited thereafter. Also 
on line 3, "being" should perhaps be inserted after "first channel". On line 4, "one of the 
following two subsystems:" should perhaps just be "one of:". On line 7, "being" should 
apparently be inserted after "second channel". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kerrer '153. 
Karrer (6,238,153) discloses a rail 96 comprising an elongate member having: a first 

channel (generally between ridge 106, top 08, and ridge 108) being an upwardly facing channel, 
which is provided with a water guidance and exiting subsystem; and a second channel (generally 
T-slots in sides 100, 102) being a sidewardly facing channel. 

With regard to claim 23, the water guidance and exiting subsystem includes a connector 
insert (generally flanges 1 12, 1 14 connected with T-slot 56) that can connect the upwardly facing 
channel (98, 106, 108) of the rail with another upwardly facing channel (generally formed by 
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upper surface 32 and rib 55) of a second rail 20 embracing a second elongate member having the 
other upwardly facing channel. 

For claim 24, Karrer c 1 53 discloses in combination, the rail 96 and second rail 20, which 
are mounted to walls 22 of the vehicle cargo bed area. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1,3-4, 8-21 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
